| rying here. The time of life is ſo inconſiderable, 


that Solomon the wiſeſt of men would grant him 
none at all.  There.is a time, faith he, for every 
thing under the Sun, a time to be born, and a time to dye. 
As it he would have us to underſtand, that the - 
middle time betwixt our birth and our death (that 
is the time of life)was not to be reckoned upon at 
all. So that you.ſee not onely every manslife is 
a Yapour, but leſs in reſpect of its ſhortneſs. But 


the good and holy man hath his Lite compared to 


other things upon other Canfiderations. Upon 
the account of his hardſhip and perpetual fighting 
and watching ; his frequent encounter with ene- 
mies, and his continual obligation to duty. A 
good mans life is called a warfare, 2 Cor. 10. 4 
For the *weapons- of . our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty throuzh God'to the pulling down of ſtrong holds.

this, Eye hath not ſeen, nor Ear heard, nor hath it entred 
into the Heart of Man to conceive the Peace of God, The 
Apoſtle tells us, it paſſeth knowledg. The Beaticudes 
of Heaven are only known to us as Solomon's Wil: 
dome was to the Queen of Sheba,of which ſhe faid, 
Behold, Thave not heard the tenth part; The glorious 
Inhabitants of Heaven, the Angels and Souls of 
Juſt Men made perfect, thefe indeed underſtand 
more the nature of it than we, becauſe they live 
in it : Yet ſo, asthe Apoſtle diſcourling of Gods 
Counſel was forced to cry out, Rom. 11.33. Ob the 
depth of the riches both of the wifdome and knowledge of 
God ! how unſearchable are his Judgments, and his wayes 
paſt findmg out ! Sodo-: thefe bright-Spirits raviſh 
and looſe thernſelves in the depth of Convtempla- 
ciotr; Fhe Proviſton he- hath made for them in 
Heaven , doth excell even their own admira- 
TLOIE; 

2. It is a moſt Perfe& and a moſt Compleat 
Peace; Great pence have they that love thy Law, and

He obferved a. particular hand of 'God in his 
Diſtemper, which {as he ſaid) mocked the Skill of 
the Phyſitian, and he chearfully ſubmitred co it, 
deſiring Patience might have its perfe& work. 

He was of a grateful ſpirit for the leaſt office 
of Love or Kindneſs ſhewed to him, whether in 
Health of Sickneſs ; So thar few that. came to: vi- 
fic him; parted from him without a thankful ac- 
knowledgment of his Love to them, and Prayers 
that God would reward them with Bleflings upon 
their Bodies and Souls; and not only'ſo, but the 
greateſt "and worſt ob his Enemies had-a ſhare in 
hisPrayers.
